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The Writing 
Center

Something remarkable happens 
every weekday in a light-filled corner 
of the library building at Broome 
Community College: writers talk to 
writers about writing. The corner is 
occupied by BCC’s Writing Center, an 
instructional component of the Learn- 
ing Assistance Center and the English 
Department. The writers are, for the 
most part, fledgling student writers and 
experienced teacher writers. The 
exchanges between them are worth 
listening to. 

The student visiting the Writing Center 
comes on his own or at the insistence 
of his instructor. Usually he arrives with 
a draft of a paper in his hand and a 
look of perplexity in his eyes. Sometimes 
he brings only a blank slate, still 
searching for a topic and ideas. 

What the Center has to offer the 
student is individual attention. For half 
an hour or an hour, the student meets 
with a professional tutor. Working “from 
the top down,” the tutor asks the student 
a series of questions: What is your topic? 
For whom are you writing? What is your 
purpose in writing? What main idea do 
you wish to communicate? How will you 
develop that idea? What is a sound 
organizational plan? What tone and 
style are appropriate? The tutor listens 
carefully to the student's responses and 
makes suggestions to help him move 
successfully through the writing process. 

To the student who has been unable 
to begin his paper, the tutor may 
explain a prewriting strategy such as 
freewriting or cubing. These activities 
often lead to the discovery of topics and 
ideas. To the student who has made a 
start, the tutor may propose brainstorm- 
ing, clustering, or outlining. Tactics like 
these can aid students in achieving full 
and specific development of their ideas 
and organizing that development. 

If the student visiting the Center has 
a draft that is adequately developed 
and well organized, student and tutor 
look together at sentences and words. 
Here another string of questions moves 
the discussion dlong. Are the sentences 


logically ordered? Do transitions bind 
sentences and paragraphs? Are the 
sentences clear and correct? Is there 
variety in sentence structure? Are the 
nouns and verbs specific? Have errors 
in grammar and mechanics been 
edited out? 

In the course of most tutorials, several 
things become evident. The student has 
a good sense of the strengths and 
weaknesses of his paper. Moreover, he 
desires a certain autonomy as a writer. 
The tutors in the Writing Center encour- 
age authorial independence. They 
urge each student to examine what he 
has written to make sure that it truly 
reflects his thought and feeling. They 
also push him to find his own literary 
voice, a meld of his singular attitude 
and his distinctive style. 

The students who seek assistance at 
the Center are writing at all levels of 
proficiency and for classes in all disci- 
plines. Every week students in a number 
of different English courses sign up for 
appointments. They include freshman 
composition students working on per- 
sonal narratives, literature students 
composing essays about short stories, 
and remedial writing students trying to 
get run-ons an fragments out of their 
papers. Added to this mix are students 
writing essays, research papers, case 
studies, summaries, book reviews, lab 
reports, and resumes for courses across 
the curriculum, in the business, technol- 
ogy, and health sciences divisions as 
well as the liberal and general studies 
division. 

The tutors at the Writing Center are 
as different as the students they help. 
All have taught writing classes, but they 
also bring to the Center other experien- 
ces. Mary Dickson, an English faculty 
member, is coordinator of the Center. 
She is assisted by Roberta Williams, Don 
Dunham and Pamela Mackey. Rober- 
ta’s special focus is fiction writing. At 
SUNY-Binghamton she created a course 
devoted to literature about working- 
class women. Her dissertation for that 
institution was a novel entitled “27 Vine 
Street.” 

Don Dunham, who began his post 
secondary education at Broome, now 
both tutors in the Writing Center and 
teaches courses for the English Depart- 
ment. While engaged in doctoral 
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studies at the University of Pittsburgh, 
Don developed an interest in the 
difficulties faced by remedial writing 
and ESL (English as a Second Lang- 
uage) students. Pamela Mackey served 
as a tutor in the writing center at SUNY- 
Binghamton while completing degrees 
at that school. She currently contributes 
to several magazines, including Work- 
ing Woman, and writes “At Home (as 
Pamela Holden) for the Binghamton 
Press & Sun-Bulletin. 

For students who work well inde- 
pendently, the Writing Center has print, 
audio/visual, and CAI (Computer 
Assisted Instruction) materials for self- 
tutorials. Computers are also available 
for writing. In fact, tutors sometimes look 
at students’ drafts while they are still on 
the computer screen. Both student 
writers and teacher writers have 
embraced computers with great enthu- 
siasm because they make revising and 
editing easier.

Alumni Campaign 
Reaches Half Way 
Mark 


The BCC Alumni Annual Fund Phon- 
athon, part of the BCC Foundation’s 
Annual Fund campaign, has passed the 
half way mark in reaching its $30,000 
goal. As of January 10 the campaign 
has received $23,500 in gifts and $350 
in alumni pledges. 

Gerry Hackett, Alumni chairman, 
credits two reasons for early success. 
“First and most importantly, Broome’s 
Alumni are realizing that their support 
is very important to the College and its 
students. Also, we finally are able to use 
the College’s new alumni information 
system.” Under the old system, individ-

Director of Alumni Affairs and 
Phonathon Coordinator Joe Flanagan 
gave an additional reason for the early 
success. “We have had 16 evenings of 
calling in the fall semester and plan an 
equal number in the spring. The more 
alumni we can reach, the more finan- 
cial help we will be able to provide 
our students,” he said. Flanagan is also

Periodically, the Writing Center pre- 
sents workshops on particular types of 
writing. This fall Mary Dickson and Steve 
Natale, chairperson of the Learning 
Assistance Center, led two workshops 
on writing the essay exam. With Greta 
Wingate, an associate librarian, Mary 
offered a four-part workshop on writing 
the research paper. Additional work- 
shops are planned for the spring 
semester. 

The Writing Center provides assist- 
ance to faculty as well as to their 
students. Center staff members gladly 
work with instructors in all curricula who 
use writing in their courses, helping 
them to design writing assignments, to 


prepare their students to complete 
those assignments successfully, and to 
evaluate the responses to those assign- 
ments. The Center itself is a repository 
for books and other materials about 
writing instruction. 

To encourage faculty to visit the 
Center, staff members have tried to 
make it as inviting as possible. A bright 
blue bulletin board displays notices of 
conferences and seminars. Shelves hold 
current issues of a number of journals 
about writing. There are even some 
comfortable chairs for reading. In this 
setting a few weeks ago, faculty, staff 
and students who write poetry and 
fiction met to share pieces in progress 
and to talk about writing. 

The Writing Center was founded to 
support and nurture writing at Broome 
Community College. To accomplish 
these objectives, Center personnel 
sometimes venture outside its walls, into 
classrooms and computer writing labs. 
But the Center remains a place where 
writers gather - in a light-filled room. 


Tactics For Discovering, Developing,

A Short Glossary of Writing Terminology 


freewriting - the writer puts pen to paper and lets the ink flow without pause 
for about ten minutes; he writes whatever enters his head and does not worry 
about organizing or polishing his writing (blind writing is freewriting done 
on the computer - with the monitor turned off) 


cubing - freewriting that explores a topic from six different perspectives: 
describing, comparing, associating, analyzing, applying, arguing 


brainstorming - the writer quickly jots down his ideas; after reviewing his 
list, he adds and discards items and determines the importance of items 
and the relationships among them 


clustering - the writer puts his topic in the center of a piece of paper and 
circles it; around his topic he writes main ideas or central parts, circles them 
and connects them to the topic; around each main idea or central part 
he clusters related facts, details, examples or ideas 


outlining - a scratch outline is a rough list of the main points of an essay; 
topic and sentence outlines, which follow a conventional format of numbered 
and lettered headings and subheadings, are more formal than scratch 
outlines 


General 
Education 
Initiative 
George Higginbottom 


In late November the College com- 
munity endorsed a comprehensive 
plan of General Education reform. 
Seven years in gestation the plan 
introduces major course and curricular 
changes which will affect students in 
every degree program. 

Beginning Fall 1988, all students will 
be required to take designated general 
education courses in english, human- 
ities, and social science in addition to 
their curriculum mandated courses in 
mathematics and science. The purpose 
of this more prescriptive approach is to 
strengthen student intellectual and skill 
development in seven goal areas 
which the General Education plan 
legislates: oral discourse and written 
communication, global perspective, 
civic competence, critical thinking, 
moral reasoning and judgment, scien- 
tific and technological understanding, 
and health and fitness. 

Complementing this prescriptive 
component will be a voluntary effort 
aimed at ‘infusing’ these same teaching 
and learning objectives into courses 
‘across the curriculum. Individual 
faculty who are interested in incorpo- 
rating general education objectives 
into their courses will receive in-service 
coaching from colleagues who com- 
prise one of seven infusion subcommit- 
tees. For example, a business or a 
history instructor seeking to enhance 
the critical and analytical reasoning 
powers of his students will receive 
assistance from the appropriate infu- 
sion committee whose members, by 
virtue of their training, study, expe- 
rience and interest, are qualified to 
lend expert guidance. The ‘infusion’ 
program is a unique, long-term effort 
to enrich general education learning 
through a faculty initiated and directed 
professional development plan whe- 
rein faculty colleagues teach and learn 
from each other. 

Already, the General Education 
program has spawned a number of 
successful projects at the College. 
Richard Romano, Chair of The Global 
Perspectives Subcommittee has gar- 
nered a $90,000 Title VI grant to support 
course and curricular infusion through 
professional development workshops 
and seminars; Russell Littlefield, Ann 
Sova, Patricia Durfee, the Writing Across 
the Curriculum Committee and eight 
faculty volunteers are hard at work 
refining and testing implementation 
protocols for the new ‘W’ (for ‘writing’) 
emphasis courses; Douglas Garnar’s

Committee on the Extracurriculum, 
responsible for extending General 
Education learning through co- 
curricular programming, has spon- 
sored speakers and symposia; and Ben 
Kasper, co-chair with Maryann Throup 
of the Civic Education Subcommittee 
has organized, under the auspices of 
Community Education, the Center for 
Civic  Bducations® co-sponsor, in 
November of a timely conference on 
solid waste disposal. Through the 
General Education infusion subcommit- 
tees, outreach programs are being 
planned which will involve BCC with 
its community in new and interesting 
ways. Concern for the quality and 
coherence of General Education is not 
new. At numerous points in American 
history educators have taken stock of 
how well students were being prepared 
for a fully, participative life, the ideal 
of a democratic society committed to 
human rationality and dignity. The 
pace of change and our social and 
cultural adjustments to its dynamics 
impel us also to take stock of things in 
order not to be overwhelmed by forces 
and events which threaten both our 
social cohesiveness and our capacity 
for rational judgment and ethical 
action. 

Underlying General Education 
reform is the belief that our students are 
insufficiently schooled in the skills and 
perspectives which they will need to 
function successfully in a complex, 
interdependent world. The learning 
objectives which collectively we have 
identified in our plan are ones which 
in virtue of our common, human needs 
and our social and civic affiliations seek 
to advance the dual aims of individual 
and social wellbeing. 

At BCC General Education comple- 
ments career and professional educa- 
tion and training. General Education 
addresses the public dimension of 
education, the context wherein ques- 
tions of the collective good and of social 
obligation and justice are raised, while 
career and professional education 
respond principally, to individual goals. 
Our hope is that faculty and students 
shall together take up the General 
Education agenda even while pursuing 
diverse career and academic pro- 
grams, and that as a consequence of 
this initiative, our students will function 
more effectively in the various domains 
- civic, economic, and cultural - which 
they will inhabit. 
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On Friday, October 23, the Board of 
Trustees announced the establishment 
of aq new way to attend classes at 
Broome Community College. 

College-on-the-Weekend is one way 
Broome Community College has 
responded to the needs of a growing 
number of non-traditional students. 
Many people wishing to continue their 
education just cannot find the time 
during the week. Even evening classes 
pose a problem for working parents 
raising families. 

The College-on-the-Weekend pro- 
gram at BCC is one way of granting 
access to higher education to busy 
people who cannot attend day or 
evening classes. Now by simply attend- 
ing classes every third weekend a 
student can complete an Associate's 
Degree in less than three years, stud- 
ying on their own schedule. They can 
work when they have to and spend time 
with their families as they choose. 


College-on-the-Weekend students 
can take one, two or three courses each 
trimester and progress at their own 
pace. They can even combine College- 
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on-the-Weekend with weekday even- 
ing courses at BCC and move along 
more rapidly. Now students can return 
to college on their terms--with a sche- 
dule that fits their lifestyle. 

Presently BCC College-on-the- 
Weekend students may earn an Asso- 
ciate in Applied Science Degree in 
Business with an emphasis in Manage- 
ment and Marketing or Accounting. 

Various courses will be scheduled 
each trimester to ensure that all students 
will be able to take all necessary 
courses during the fall, spring or 
summer terms. Weekend students may 
start the program at the beginning of 
any trimester which begin in Sep- 
tember, January and May of each year. 

If successful the College-on-the- 
Weenend Program will be expanded 
to include the other degree curriculums 
at Broome Community College. 

The first College-on-The-Weekend 
classes began January 8th with 121 
students enrolled. For more information

BCC Prof. Michael 
Kinney 
Researches 
Composer 
Eminence 
in American 
Music 

Michael Kinney, Associate Professor 
of Music and coordinator of the music 
programs at Broome Community Col- 
lege, has recently completed a two 
year research project with two eminent 
music researchers. He collaborated 
with Dr. Cornelia Yarbrough, Chairman 
of the Music Education Program at 
Louisiana State University at Baton 
Rouge, and Dr. Harry Price, Chairman 
of the Music Education Program at The 
University of Alabama at Tuscaloosa; 
both are members of the editorial 
committee of the “Journal of Research 
of Music Education.” The goal of the 
study was to determine the relationship 
between American university faculty 
attitudes of composer eminence and 
symphony orchestra programming. In 
other words, “Are the major orchestras 
performing the works of composers 
which are the most eminent in the minds 
of university music composition 
teachers?” If they are not, then, “Whose 
music are they performing?” If they are, 
“How often are the works of these 
composers being performed?” and, “To 
what extent is the relationship of fre- 
quency of performance to their emi- 
nence rating?” “Who are the most 
eminent composers?” “Does orchestral 
programming help establish emi- 
nence?” These are some of the ques- 
tions generated by this study. 

The study first tried to assess which 
living American composers, in the 
minds of university music faculty, are 
considered to be the most eminent. This 
involved surveying every university in 
each state of the U.S. which have music 
degree programs with a major in 
composition. This information helped 
identify regional preferences, male 
and female preferences and a rank 
ordering of the most eminent U.S. 
composers in the minds of composition 
teachers. The next step involved con- 
tacting twenty-nine of the major orches- 
tras in the country and analyzing the 
programming of the main subscription 
series for 1985-1986. The results of 
eminence were compared to the pro- 
gramming results. 

The results identify a fascinating look 
at the differences and similarities of 
orchestra programming and the atti- 
tudes of university music composition 
teachers. The study of composer emi- 
nence in music has been previously 


studied by Paul R. Farnsworth in the 
1950's and throughout the 1960's. The 
Farnsworth studies tried to determine 
the eminence rankings of the recog- 
nized composers which have existed 
throughout music history. The present 
study is part of a project which is trying 
to identify and define what is “Amer- 
ican Music,” and which composers 
contribute to the concept of it. In many 
ways, the present study is a seminal 
venture probing the larger question at 


hand. 

If you would like more details about 
the study, and are interested in the 
results, you can call or write professor 
Kinney or you can read the study. It is 
expected to be in a major journal in 
the United States sometime next year.

Beauty cannot 
exist without tension, or the hope and 
difficulty of overcoming odds. The 
power is when you can accept that 
these exist at the same time, creating 
a perfect balance. I tried to capture this 
spirit in ‘A Hymn For All Times’.” 

At the September 17 meeting of the 
BCC Board of Trustees, a Resolution was 
presented to Mr. Kinney. At that time 
Mr. Kinney also presented a bound 
copy of the music manuscript to the 
College. It isnow on display in the lobby 
of the Wales Building and will eventu- 
ally become part of the College's 
permanent archives.

The Alms House, built in 1865 fell into 
disuse and disrepair some years ago 
and the Broome County Legislature 
voted to appropriate the funds to 
demolish it. However, one legislator, O. 
Cleon Barber and several preservation- 
minded BCC faculty persuaded the 
Legislators and BCC Trustees to pre>- 
serve the building and adapt it for re- 
use as a fine arts, music and general 
studies classroom building. The Alms 
House won a landmark society award 
for best adaptive re-use in 1984. 

As a long time preservationist, Robert 
Keller, BCC Director of Art & Design, 
formulated a plan for further restoration 
of the exterior of the Alms House which 
was approved by former President 
Donald W. Beattie and members of the 
buildings and grounds committee of the 
BCC Trustees. 

This included removal of a late 
addition, a sun porch on the Front street 
side of the main structure; replication 
of the original double paneled doors; 
restoration of the cupola on the roof; 
and removal of another late addition 
at the rear of the building--extending 
the porch to its original dimensions and 
replacing the late iron supports with 
newly, turned porch pillars. 

Keller researched the design of the 
original cupola through old photo- 
graphs and steel engravings found in 
Atlases of Broome County as far back 
as 1876. He then designed the new 
cupola, which was built by William 
Bremchley, chief carpenter, BCC main- 
tenance department. 

Keller is a founding member of the 
Broome County landmark society, now 
the Preservation Association of the 
Southern Tier, a member of the Bing- 
hamton Commission on Architecture 
and urban design, curator of the historic 
house museum, Thornbrook Hall, in 
South Plymouth, New York, member of 
the Urban Cultural Park committee, 
president of the Fine Arts Society of the 
Southern Tier and member of the board 
of the Broome County Arts Council.
